wood, South Carolina 

Truly the Lord hath done wonder- 
ful things for the people at the South 
Greenwood church. 

When our good pastor, W. R. Craven, 
came to be our leader in September, 
1948, he found us worshipping in an 
unattractive, unfinished little church 
building, in a very undesirable loca- 
tion, near the railroad.

A contest was start- 
ed, with Brother and Sister Craven 
leading the two groups. 

Then came the great day—the 10th 
of April. Brother Craven said it was 
his V-J Day, Victory and Joy Day. 
Words cannot express our feelings. 
That for which we had prayed and 
worked so hard had come true! We 
moved from across the railroad to the 
main street. Praise God! 

We assembled for our dedicatory 
Service at 2:30 p. m. Scores of people 
were turned away for lack of room. 
We had visitors from several towns in 
the State, also Brother and Sister 
Tharp of Cleveland. Brother Tharp, 
Assistant General Overseer, preached 
a wonderful dedicatory message. That 
night the church was filled again. 
Brother Morehead, our beloved state 
overseer, brought a wonderful evan- 
gelistic sermon, and one soul was 
saved.

TRAGEDY STRIKES SHELBURN, INDIANA, CHURCH 

Monday, May 23, was a day of gloom and sadness because 
of a death-dealing tornado that struck Shelburn, Ind. It 
left eleven dead in its wake and many injured, as well as 
near one and one-half million dollars in property damage. 
The Church of God suffered, along with the other citizens 
of that community. Four of the members were killed 
and four others that were related to members of the 
church were killed. In the number of members injured 
was Rev. C. H. Standifer’s sister whose back was broken, 
and Brother Oaks, whose wife was killed, is in a very 
serious condition, with a fractured skull. The church 
building was all but completely demolished, but the 
brave-hearted pastor, Rev. Hughes R, Morehead, looked 
through his tears and said to his state overseer, Rev. C. C. 
Rains, “We expect to start rebuilding at once.” The Meth- 
odist Church has shown great kindness in offering to 
work out a schedule so that our people can worship in 
their church during this emergency. The state overseer 
was to have a meeting with the church on May 31, to work 
out plans for a new building. It is our prayer that Brother 
Morehead and his good membership will be successful 
in building soon. At the same time, I am sure the entire 
Evangel family extends to all the bereaved ones their 
heartfelt sympathy, and for those who are injured we send 
up our prayers to the Lord Jesus for their recovery.

God’s standard for worship is HO- 
LINESS. Psalm 29:2, “Worship the 
Lord in the beauty of HOLINESS.” 
Now, therefore, according to the above 
scriptures, which are taken from the 
unchangeable, infallible Word of God, 
HOLINESS is God’s standard for yes- 
terday, today, and forever. After the 
redeemed get to heaven, their cry 
will be “HOLY, HOLY, HOLY unto 
the Lord, which was, and is, and is 
to come,” Rev. 4:8. 

GOD’S MEASURING STICK IS 
HOLINESS 

Nothing less than HOLINESS satis- 
fies God’s justice. We cannot appear 
in His sight except through His Son, 
by whom we are justified, Rom. 5:9. 
Webster’s definition of justification 
is “the fact or state of being accepted 
by God as righteous, or worthy of 
salvation.” In the 22d Assembly, the 
question was asked, “When one is 
born of God or regenerated, is he 
HOLY?” The answer was, “‘He that 
is born of God doth not commit sin,’ 
1 John 3:9; he is therefore, HOLY TO 
THAT EXTENT.” (See page 184, 1948 
Minutes.) Notice also point seven in 
Declaration of Faith, page 30, 1948 
Minutes, which reads, “We believe 
Holiness to be God’s standard of liv- 
ing for His people.” The Church of 
God has and always will appreciate 
the fact that God’s choice for all 
humanity is holiness, as set forth 
in these gracious words of Paul the 
apostle: “According as he hath cho- 
sen us in him before the foundation 
of the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in 
love.” God therefore has called all to 
holiness. 1 Thess. 4:7, “For God hath 
not called us unto uncleanness, but 
unto holiness.”

WITH GOD 

One God, one heaven; one devil, one 

hell. One road to heaven; one road 
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gad recorded by the same writer, 
John 3:2, “We shall be like him; 
ye shall see him as he is.” This

INTRODUCTION: Dating back to 
B. C. 606, and up to May 15, 1948, the 
Jews, as a nation, have suffered the 
loss of their home land to the Gentile 
rule. For the past 2,554 years, Pales- 
tine has been predominated by the 
Gentile world and Israel dispersed 
among all nations. In the year of 1917, 
under the mandate rendered by the 
League of Nations to Great Britain, 
Palestine was covered by the man- 
date, and, in 1922, the administration 
fell to the British. In the Balfour 
Declaration, the Jews were promised 
independence of a free state. How- 
ever, that promise was not fulfilled 
until May 15, 1948. Israel’s return to 
power and independence is God’s out- 
standing signboard of the coming of 
Jesus, also the revelation of the anti- 
christ’s kingdom. 

THE ORIGIN OF ISRAEL 

Israel may be dated back to Abra- 
ham; however, in B.C. 1732, Jacob 
met God on his return to Bethel in 
the land of Canaan, “and God said 
unto him, Thy name is Jacob: thy 
name shall not be called any more 
Jacob, but ISRAEL shall be thy name: 
and he called his name ISRAEL. And 
God said unto him (Israel), I am God 
almighty: be fruitful and multiply; 
a NATION and a company of NA- 
TIONS shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins,” Gen. 35: 
10, 11. Israel’s entrance into Egypt was 
in a small way, a group of about sev- 
enty-five. After 430 years in Egypt, as 
God said to Jacob, they marched out 
under the leadership of Moses, 600,000 
strong in manpower. “And the chil- 
dren of ISRAEL journeyed from Rame- 
ses to Succoth, about six hundred 
thousand on foot that were men, be- 
Side children. And a mixed multitude 
went up also with them; and flocks, 

and herds, even very much cattle,” 
Exod, 12:37, 38. A great nation was 
Israel, the exodus taking place on the 
15th day of the first month in the year 
of B.C. 1491. One year later the law 
was given from Mount Sinai. Exod. 19, 
20. After many years of war and con- 
flicts, Israel camped at Mount Nebo 
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in B.C. 1451. Here Moses, their lead- 
er, died, and God buried him and his 
grave, also. In B.C. 1451, Israel crossed 
Jordan, and the conquest of the Ca- 
naanites and Jericho was accom- 
plished. After 404 years of reign in 
Canaan, David took Jerusalem, and 
Israel marched into the holy Mount 
Zion, the promised home land of the 
Jews. David desired to build the Lord 
a mighty house; however, because of 
much conflict with his enemies, he 
failed in his desire. Solomon, his son, 
was successful in erecting the Temple. 
He was made king of Israel in B. C. 
1015, and the building of the Temple 
was begun B.C. 1011. It was finished 
seven years later, in B. C. 1004. From 
the exodus of Israel to the finishing 
of the Temple was 487 years. 
CAPTIVITY OF ISRAEL 
From the finishing of the Temple 
to the captivity was 398 years. Dur- 
ing this time Israel was divided into 
two groups; namely, the Northern 
Kingdom of Israel, and the Southern 
Kingdom of Judah. The ten tribes 
rebelled against the house of David, 
and there were none that followed 
the house of David but the tribe of 
Judah. I Kings 12:19,20. The ten 
tribes continued for about 250 years 
and became the “Lost Ten Tribes.” 
The Southern Kingdom was taken 
into captivity. “For thus saith the 
Lord, Behold I will make thee a ter- 
ror to thyself, and to all thy friends: 
and they shall fall by the sword of 
their enemies, and thine eyes shall 
behold it: and I will give all Judah 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall carry them captive into 
Babylon, and shall slay them with the 
sword,” Jer. 20:4. This prophecy was 
given in B. C. 606 and in B. C. 605, 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
surrounded Jerusalem with his armies 
and destroyed the city. The Jews were 
taken captive and were in Babylon for 
138 years. Babylon was captured by 
Cyrus, the Persian king, in B.C. 538.

GENTILE DOMINANCY 

Palestine, since B. C. 605, has been 
ruled by a Gentile empire, or king- 
dom. For 2,554 years, the Jews have 
been without the sovereignty of a 
king over Israel. The temple and Jeru- 
salem being destroyed in A. D. 70, 
Emperor Hadrian began rebuilding 
the city in A. D. 130. However, the 
work was never successful. God in- 
tends for the Jews to rebuild Jerusa- 
lem, and they are doing a fine piece of 
work in bringing this about today. 
While Jesus was giving warning of 
the destruction of Jerusalem, He also 
gave information of the return of the 
land of Israel: “And they shall fall by 
the edge of the sword, and shall be 
led away captive into all nations: and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled,” Luke 21:24. Paul 
adds his statement to that of Jesus 
that the Gentiles will rule until their 
dispensation is come in, “for I would 
not, brethren, that ye should be ig- 
norant of this mystery, lest ye should 
be wise in your own conceits; that 
blindness in part is happened to IS- 
RAEL, until the FULNESS of the 
GENTILES BE COME IN,” Rom, 11:25. 
The bones, in the valley of dry bones, 
of Ezekiel’s prophecy, means the 
house of Israel in dispersion. They 
will be returned to Palestine and be- 
come a great nation. “Thus saith the 
Lord God; In the day that I shall 
have cleansed you from all your in- 
iquities I will also cause you to dwell 
in the cities (of Palestine), and the 
wastes shall be builded. And the des- 
olate land shall be tilled, whereas it 
lay desolate in the sight of all that 
passed by. And they shall say, This 
land that was desolate is become 
like the garden of Eden; and the 
waste and the desolate and ruined 
cities are become fenced, and are in- 
habited . , . Thus saith the Lord God; 
I will yet for this be enquired of by 
the house of ISRAEL, to do it for 
them; I will increase them with men 
like a flock. As the holy flock, as 
the flock of Jerusalem,” Ezek. 36:33- 
38. “Therefore prophesy and say un- 
to them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, O my people, I will open 
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your graves (a term used in refer- 
ence to the Gentile world), and 
cause you to come up out of your 
graves, and BRING YOU INTO THE 
LAND OF ISRAEL,” Ezek. 37:12. “For 
I will take you from among the 
heathen, and gather you out of ALL 
COUNTRIES, and will bring you IN- 
TO YOUR OWN LAND,” Ezek. 36.24. 
The Jews are pictured by Jesus as a 
barren fig tree in their flight from 
Palestine, and as a fig tree putting 
forth leaves in their return to Pales- 
tine. Matt. 24:32. The cursed fig tree is 
a true example of the Jewish people 
fading into dispersion. Matt. 21:18, 19. 


GENTILE RULE FULFILLED 

Since the year A.D. 1517, Palestine 
had been under the Ottoman Empire, 
a former Turkish empire. Four hun- 
dred years later, the British, under the 
leadership of General Allenby, in 1917, 
moved in upon Jerusalem. The Turks 
held their strong fortifications near 
the city, and as the British army 
moved in from Hebron, about nineteen 
miles southwest of Jerusalem, the 
Turks went into panic and retreated 
along the Jaffa road. The people re- 
joiced and said, “The Turks are run- 
ning; the day of deliverance is come.” 
The governor was the last civil official 
to leave the city. He retreated down 
the Jericho road early on December 
9, 1917, leaving a note of surrender 
with the mayor. On December 10, 
1917, the British General Allenby en- 
tered Jerusalem on foot and left on 
foot. The British were careful not to

Greetings in Jesus our Lord and 
soon coming King! 

It has been some little time since I 
have written. I have been ill for the 
past two months. I have not been in 
bed all of that time, but by the time 
I did what I just had to do I was al- 
ways too tired to write. I have been 
suffering from a tropical disease, not 
malaria but something just as hard 
to fight. I mean it takes one’s life and 
strength right out, and it is all I can 
do some days to get up and down. 
The Lord has been my help and 
strength from day to day. It has been 
about three months since this started, 
and when I became so very ill and had 
to go to bed, it was then that the Lord 
undertook. For a while I was much 
better, but I have to get up and see 
after things, as I am alone, as far as 
having anyone that I can feel free to 
call on for help. The Bodalys are near 
here and they have helped me some, 
but they are busy, and I don’t feel 
like calling on them when I can man- 
age without them. They have not been 
out here long, and are not any too 
well themselves. I am looking to the 
Lord to give the victory. 

We are having some of our hottest 
weather just now. Though it is still 
the rainy season, we find the rains 
are very few, and far between at pres- 
ent, and this adds to the heat, but 
praise the Lord the nights are cool. 

A few Sundays ago, my heart was 
really touched as I sat in the service. 
We have three services on Sunday 
morning, and none at night (that is, 
on Sunday). That may seem strange 
to folks at home, who are used to go- 
ing to church on Sunday night, but 
if you were out here you would un-

derstand. Perhaps, if I relate this in- 
cident, it may help. Every Sunday 
morning we have been having from 
250 to 300 and more attending these 
morning services, and when we get 
over 300 people in this little building 
it is full. On this particular morning, 
many had been gathering and the 
first hymn was being sung, when I 
noticed such a large section in the 
church empty. I thought, “Oh where 
are the people?” But it was only a 
few minutes until the people began 
to come in. They had not been stand- 
ing outside chewing gum or eating 
cones of ice cream; some had come 
from as far as thirty miles; numbers 
of them come ten and twelve miles 
every Sunday. Those who come twenty 
or thirty miles always come on Sat- 
urday and stay in the village near 
here. But coming so far, and having 
their fields to attend through the 
week, they do not stay long. Thus, we 
have the first service, which is more 
like Sunday School, Bible reading, and 
etc.; then, the second, which is at 9:20 
a.m. until about 10:30 or 10:45 a. m., 
is a service especially for the Chris- 
tians (more like we would have for 
the morning worship); the next serv- 
ice is at 11 a. m., and this is the gos- 
pel service, such as we have at home 
at the evening service. We have ten 
or fifteen minutes’ recess between 
each of these services, because the 
women all have children, and to pre- 
vent a lot or restless running in and 
out they are given this time to get out 
for a few minutes and then come right 
back in when the bell rings. There is 
no visiting done in the house of God, 
but they are taught that it is a place 
to worship God and visiting must be 
done outside or at home. By having 
the three services in the morning, it 
means that they have to get up early 
to be in service by 8:15 a. m. They 
don’t come in cars either, but walk 
over rough jungle trails, barefoot, for 
very few have shoes. The only ones 
that would have shoes would be a few 
of the men, and they would carry 
their shoes until they were nearly to 
the church, and then put them on, so 
as to not wear them out. 

One evening, not yet sundown, the 
Portuguese young lady that is here 
teaching in the mission school and I 





were just ready to take a little yy 
when Mr. Bodaly called to us ang »: 
we had better not go far ag he by 
just been told there were lions jn 4 
neighborhood; one had taken gopJ 
sheep the night before, and its trag/ 
had been seen not far from here. yy 
may be sure that we did not go far 
our walk was short indeed. We did ny 
meet a lion, but we decided we wo 
not take the risk.

Therefore, our duty is to support this 
ministry as it is ordained of God. 

Deut. 12:6, “And thither ye shall 
bring your burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, and your tithes, and heave 
offerings of your hand, and your 
vows, and your freewill offerings, and 
the firstlings of your herds and of 
your flocks.” You talk about a heavy 
program in the Church of God today; 
what if we had to do what is set forth 
in this verse? Despite the fact that 
some give very little to the church, 
they shout as loud or louder than the 
most faithful supporter. 

Consistency is a jewel, and our 
profession should be backed up by 
action based upon sacrifice and will- 
ingness to serve by fulfilling our duty 
of love to God rather than lip service 
alone. Here they had burnt offerings, 
sacrifices, tithes, heave offerings, 
vows, freewill offerings, and firstlings 
of the herds and flocks. In those days 
they had to bring them. They didn’t 
have any financial method to set 
forth the medium of exchange by 
the use of money. Today we have a 
way by which we can pay tithes by 
not having to bring everything to 
church. We can turn our produce into 
cash. We can write money orders and 
send checks, and we can use many 
methods of placing the tithes in the 
church treasuries where they belong, 
as God ordained, rather than having 
to rig up methods to bring our pigs 
and our calves and sheep, and all of 
these different things, to the taber- 


nacle, or the house of God. The Lord - 


has been good to us in streamlining 
our methods so that we are able to 
carry on for Him unhampered. 


The Way Being Too Long 

Deut. 14:24, 25, “And if the way be 
too long for thee, so that thou art not 
able to carry it; or if the place be too 
far from thee, which the Lord thy 
God shall choose to set his name 
there, when the Lord thy God hath 
blessed thee: then shalt thou turn 
it into money, and bind up the money 
in thine hand, and shalt go unto the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose.” That is different from the 
way a lot of people practice it these 
days. If they live a distance away, 


where they cannot attend church 
often, then they say, “Well, I am not 
paying my tithes to my church or my 
pastor. I will send it to some radio 
evangelist, someone who is a ‘fly-by- 
nighter.’” He is here today and gone 
tomorrow. He is sponsored by no 
church organization, and he fellow- 
ships everything and everybody. He 
cries over the radio because he is hav- 
ing a hard time, and he puts on a 
begging program constantly. You 
therefore send your tithes to him, 
tithes that belong to your pastor. 
This is contrary to this scripture. He 
said. “You bring it where the Lord 
has caused his name to dwell.” That 
place is the Church of God. That is 
the place the Lord has chosen. If you 
are a member of that church, then 
your tithes belong in that church. 
This is only fair and honest. 


It Is Honorable to Tithe 

Proverbs 3:9, 10, “Honour the Lord 
with thy substance, and with the 
firstfruits of all thine increase: so 
shall thy barns be filled with plenty, 
and thy presses shall burst out with 
new wine.” I am persuaded that there 
is nothing more contenting to the 
heart of a man than to honor God 
enough to pay Him ten cents on a 
dollar as rent for living on His prem- 
ises, not because he has to, but be- 
cause he loves to, because there is a 
grace in giving and the Lord loves a 
cheerful giver. When a man gives to 
God what rightfully belongs to Him, 
then that man honors God, and the 
Lord will honor him by blessing him 
in filling his barns. Therefore, let us 
honor Him with our tithes. 


Tithing in the New Testament 

Some may take issue with me when 
I tell you that tithing in the New 
Testament begins with the _ third 
chapter of Malachi. I am aware that 
Malachi is an Old Testament book, 
nevertheless, I shall show in this study 
that Malachi actually is New Testa- 
ment scripture. , 

In the first verse of Malachi there 
is written, “Behold, I will send my 
messenger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me: and the Lord, whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly come to his 
temple, even the messenger of the 
covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” Who is this messenger? When 
did he come? Turn with me to Mark 
1:2, “As it is written in the prophets, 
Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way 
before thee.”

Lift up your heads, O 
ye gates; and be ye lifted up, ye ever- 
lasting doors; and the KING OF 
GLORY SHALL COME IN,” Psa. 24: 
6,7. In the lightof prophecy, the Lord 
will return to the Mount of Olives: 
“And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the Mount of Olives, which is 
before Jerusalem,” Zech. 14:4. 

Palestine has a surplus of several 
million dollars in its treasury, with no 
unemployed Jewish people. They have 
2,500 new industries working more 
than 20,000 workmen. The cities are 
being rebuilt in modern design. Haifa 
is a modern city, with the best natural 
harbor in the world. The exports are 
chiefly grain and oil. The population 
in 1940 was 111,500. The city of Jaffa, 
a seaport on the Mediterranean, has 
railroad connections with Jerusalem, 
which is only thirty-six miles away. 
Palestine now has 800 miles of rail- 
way and 600 miles of roads, with 400 
miles hard-surfaced. Jaffa is impor- 
tant, as it is the seaport of Jerusalem 
and had a population of 82,800 in 1940. 
The city of Tel Aviv was founded in 
1909 by a few Jewish families from 
Jaffa. It is now the second largest 
city in Palestine, a modern industrial 
town, the only city in the world with 
mostly Jewish inhabitants, with a 
population of 138,000 in 1940. Tel Aviv 
has many modern office buildings, 
hotels, and apartment buildings that 
were designed by famous architects. 
Jerusalem now has a population of 
approximately 136,900. The city is 
connected by railroad with all the 





principal cities of Palestine. It is mod- 
ern but the ancient customs and 
places still exist. They have a modern 
telephone exchange, printing plants, 
schools and modern industries. Still 
surrounded by walls erected in the 
middle ages, the old gates, eight in 
number, are still in existence. “So 
likewise ye, when ye see these things 
come to pass, know ye that the king- 
dom of God is nigh at hand,” Luke 
21:31. 
U.S.A. IN JERUSALEM 

The United States played a great 
part in bringing about the establish- 
ing of the State of Israel. Bear in 
mind that Great Britain sent warships 
into the harbors of Palestine to force 
the new State of Israel to concede to 
their wishes. Uncle Sam said, “STAY 
OUT. Israel is there TO STAY.” The 
British withdrew her ships and went 
home. They called the question in 
Parliament and, along with twenty- 
eight other nations, gave recognition 
to the State of Israel. The U.S.A. is 
Israel’s backbone of reconstruction; 
God is Israel’s stay and fortress; Jesus 
is Israel’s rejected King; the anti- 
christ is Israel’s messiah in disguise. 
Spell Jerusalem in this manner and 
see the United States as a sheep na- 
tion in the middle of Jerusalem, 
JER-U-S-A-LEM. 

CONCLUSION: In the Light of 
prophecy, we are in the time of the 
end. Jesus, the King of Glory, will 
soon come in power. The rapture of 
the Church will take place. Tribula- 
tion will cover the earth. The anti- 
christ will take his seat in the new 
temple and show himself that he is 
God (2 Thess. 2:3-12). The Jews will 
receive him (John 5:43), and make a 
covenant with him for seyen years 
(Dan. 9:27). He will come in the time 
of peace and safety (1 Thess. 5:3; 
Dan. 8:25), destroy that peace from 
the earth (Rev. 6:4), and set up a 
form of worship and his image as god 
(Rev. 13:15). He will be destroyed in 
the lake of fire (Rev. 19:20). The 
sheep nations will enter the millen- 
nial kingdom (Matt. 25:31-34). The 
sheep nations are deceived (Rev. 20: 
7,8). The nations are destroyed by 
fire from heaven and become ashes 
under the saints’ feet (Rev. 20:9; Mal. 
4:1). WITH PROPHECY FULFILLED, 
THE STATE OF ISRAEL RESTORED, 
LOOK FOR THE COMING OF JESUS 
CHRIST IN THE POWERS OF 
HEAVEN. “Therefore be ye _ also 
ready: for in such an hour as ye 
think not the SON OF MAN COM- 
ETH,” Matt.
